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U.  S.  EXPORTS  OF  DAIRY  BREEDING  CATTLE,  I965 

U.  S.  exports  of  dairy  cattle  in  ±965,  "based  on  veterinary  certificates 
for  export,  were  at  an  all  time  high  "both  numerically  and  in  dollar  value. 
The  number  of  dairy  cattle  exported  in  I965  exceeded  the  previous  record  "by 
50  percent.    Numerically,  22,l8o  head  of  cattle  were  exported  to  ko  countries, 
as  compared  with  l^-,800  head  to  all  countries  in  196^.    The  dollar  value  of 
these  exports  was  an  estimated  $8,738,920*    Dairy  cattle  exports  during  the 
8  years  of  FAS  export  promotion  programs  have  increased  at  an  average  rate  of 
2k  percent  per  year.    In  1958  the  dairy  cattle  exports  were  only  7A&5  compared 
with  22,180  in  1965. 

Mexico  continued  to  lead  as  an  importer  of  U.  S.  dairy  cattle,  taking  10,*4O8 
head.    This  represented  an  increase  of  6l  percent  over  the  6,h^k  head  imported 
in  196^  -  an  all  time  record  for  any  country.    Italy  rose  from  fourth  place 
in  196^  to  second  in  I965  with  an  increase  of  206  percent  from  1,2^5  head  up 
to  3>805  head.    Venezuela  increased  her  purchases  again  in  1965*  up  21  percent 
from  2,059  "to  2,^3  head.    Canada fs  purchases  declined  12  percent  from  1,^95 
in  196%  down  to  1,317  head  in  1965. 

Italy  continued  to  develop  at  a  startling  rate  as  a  direct  result  of  FAS 
market  development  work.    The  increase  in  exports  is  measured  numerically  at 
17  head  in  1963,  1,2^5  head  in  196*4-  and  3,805  in  1965.    The  actual  interest 
in  importation  is  even  greater  "but  transportation  remains  a  deterrent  to  the 
rapidity  of  the  potential  expansion. 

The  exports  of  dairy  cattle  outside  -the  Western  Hemisphere  continue  to  rise. 
In  1965  these  totaled  ^,860  head,  or  22  percent  of  the  total  U.  S.  dairy 
cattle  export  market. 


In  addition  to  the  22,l8o  head  of  adult  dairy  "breeding  cattle  exported,  "but 
not  included  in  this  total,  were  2,100  head  of  Holstein  baby  calves  under  one 
month  old. 

Below  is  an  export  summary  of  U.  S.  dairy  "breeding  cattle  from  1961  through 
1965.    As  indicated  in  this  summary,  exports  of  Holstein  set  a  new  all  time 
record  for  the  period  since  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  has  "been 
reporting  figures  separately  for  "breeding  type  "beef  and  dairy  animals.
